I herewith submit my annual report as superintend-. 
ent of schools. This is the eighteenth such report which 
I have had the pleasure of submitting to you.

STATISTICS

and in this connection it should be keptin mind that last 
year there were twenty-four local children enrolled in 
the Laconia elementary schools., The attendance record 
has been much improved as shown by an advance from 
93% to 97%. The school population as indicated in the 
census returns has increased approximans 22%.

Retrenchment was necessary in the high school and 
by combining classes we have been able to get along 
with one less teacher. Mrs. Florence Skinner, who was 
an assistant for several years, has a position at Kimball 
Union Academy, and Mr. Robert Hislop, who was with 
us last year, is doing advanced work at Duke University.

The policy of transporting the Ladd Hill children 
has been continued. This involves a considerable ex- 
pense and the State Department in the approval of the 
budget does not allow the full amount expended for this 
purpose. However, this is probably the most satisfac- 
tory arrangement which could be made. 


IMPROVEMENTS 

There has been no particular outlay for repairs this 
year. 

The Gale building needs painting and also various 
other improvements which would involve less expense. 
How long it is economy to put off needed repairs may be 
a question. 

The Plummer building ought to be remodeled. The 
chimney has long been a hazard. We have here an ex- 
cellent school, one of which we have reason to be proud. 
I hope conditions may soon make it possible to so re- 
mode! the building that we may be equally proud of that. 


HIGH SCHOOL 

Our assistant this year is Miss Roselyn Gould, whose 
home is in Manchester, N. H. Miss Gould was gradu- 
ated last June from the four year commercial course at 
Plymouth. Her training and peregnanty make her a 
very acceptable teacher. 
. The enrollment is steadily growing and undoubtedly 
we shall have a somewhat larger school next year. At 
present we are handicapped by reason of insu ‘ficient 
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room. Just how we can get along another year with in- 
creased enrollment I have not been able to determine. © 

The per pupil cost for maintenance of the high school 
has materially dropped. For this year it will be approx- 
imately $80. 

STATE AID 

We have received this year as state aid $4,464.34, 
and there is a credit due us of $113.63, which will make 
our total state aid receipts this year $4,577.97. A pro- 
visional allotment of $4,284.49 Las been made to us for 
next year. 

State aid is granted for the support of elementary 
schools only, and may not be used for support of high 
school, for payment of high school tuition, for salaries 
of district officers, or for any other statutory require- 
ment. A school district becomes eligible for a grant of 
state aid by raising by taxation for the support of its 
elementary schools the equivalent of $5 for each $1000 
of its equalized valuation. As applied to Belmont this 
means that the sum of 56,042.39 must be raised this 
year for.the support of elementary schools in order to 
qualify for state aid. A sum less than this would mean 
forfeiture of state aid. 

The amount of state aid granted is determined by 
the difference between the amount of the elementary 
school budget as approved by the state and the amount 
of the $5 tax. A material cut in the budget is likely to 
result in a decrease in the amount of state aid received.

7. To see if the district will vote to make any altera- 
tion in the amount of money required to be assessed for 
the ensuing year for the support. of public schools and 
the payment of the statutory obligations of the district, 
as determined by the School Board in its annual report. 
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8. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before this meeting.
